A bill has been passed by the sen­ 
ate and agreed to by Hie house eom- 
r. ittec, estab lish in g a sta n d a rd barrel 
for fruits, vegetable and o th er dry 
c< rmriociitles, and for the first tim e in 
tile history of the country the go v ern ­ 
m ent will exercise Bs co n stitu tio n al 
control of the w eights and m easures. 
The sta n d ard barrel bill provides 
for a barrel w ith staves 28% inches 
long and 17 1-8-loch heads., made of 
m aterial not th ick er than 4.10 of aa 
inch. 
However, any barrel having 
a capacity of 7,056 cubic inches will 
be considered stan d ard . 
A sep arate 
‘antbird is fixed for cran b erry barrels, 
o w ing to peculiar problems of paeking 
involved. 
U nder th e law It would a mind - 
meunor punishable by a fine of $500 
or im prisonm ent for six m onths, to 
scil a barrel c o n tain in g fruits, vege­ 
tables, or other dry com m odities, of 
less capacity th an a sta n d ard barrel 
or Its lcgul subdivisions.

the sheep dog trials, and In these tests 
Australians have set the exam ple o f 
certain of the most serious tasks th a t| 
a man and a dog may be asked to ac 
complish with three strange sheep— 
sheep th a t had never previously met 
until they had a m om ent before been 
turned out from three separate pens 
to be packed or gathered together by 
the dog.

The celebrated Boston ten party was 
followed by tea parties in other New 
England towns. In Salem soon after 
the Boston party David Mason was 
suspected of having had his negro ser­ 
vant smuggle two chests of tea Into

home. 
Patriots entered 
and 
searched the house. 
They found the 
tea 
They gave it to boys. who par­ 
aded with it to Salem ttbmmon and 
there burned it. 
Even after the Revolution trade in 
tea was not wholly unrestricted.

places dealers in tea were required to

Preserving Meat W ith Sulphur. 
A m ethod of preserving m eat has 
been brought out in France by H. 
De U ippareut which seems to have 
met with considerable success. 
it 
can be also applied on a sm all scale 
for household purposes. 
The prin­ 
ciple consist* lu exposing the m eat 
to sulphurous acid fumes. By b u rn ­ 
ing a sm all uiuouiit of sulphur in a 
receptacle containing the m eat hung 
up ie place It eau be preserved for 
severs) days, even in sum m er. There 
Is no taste left from th e sulphur 
fumes and th ere seem s to be no d a n ­ 
ger to health. 
Such a method can 
be used also on a large scale for pre­ 
serving m eat fur arm y use, as It is 
quite simple and easy to apply in 
practice. 
From experim ents made 
on a large scale it appears th a t the 
meat fum igated with sulphur did not 
contain m ore than twenty-two g ram ­ 
mes 
(340 
g rain s/ 
of 
sulphurous 
acid gas per IOO kilogram m es (220 
pounds) of meat, which is on the 
order of ten thousandths. 
The m eat 
should be fum igated as soon as pos­ 
sible after killing, and preferably on 
parts which have no cut bones, la'un 
m eat is found to keep best.

LAWS OF THE INUAS. 


A Co de Tha t Wa s Rema rka ble Fo r Ite 
Beneficent Simplicity . 
Among the most rem arkable laws of 
th« * inens were those concerning ta xa ­ 
tion. 
The principal fen lu re of those 
laws was that taxes were not paid In 
money, bu t In work and In produ ce, 
whether m anu factu red or grown. The 
I non em perors thou ght It u nju st to de 
itinnd th a t taxes shou ld be paid in any 
kind of commodity that tho people cou ld 
not produ ce by their own personal la­ 
bor. 
Tlie people also paid another sort of 
tribu te. T hey mode clothes, shoes and 
arms for the soldiers nnd for the poor 
who cou ld not work themselves owing 
to ngo or infirmity. 
T he cloth was 
made of wool from the (locks of llamas 
that abou nded in tho mou ntains. On 
tlie plains of the seacoast, where tho 
climate Is warm nnd they do not dress 
In woolens, the people made cotton 
cloths, the cotton being su pplied from 
the crops of the emperor. Tho shoes 
were made In the provinces where 
aloes were most a b u nd a nt for they 
w ere made of the leaves of a tree 
called magu ey. Each province fu rnish­ 
ed its own produ ce, and no province 
had to su pply anything th a t did u ot be- 
long to i t 
There was n inandato that forbade 
beggary nnd destitu tion: t h a t of cou rse, 
followed u pon du e provision of their 
laws. Every citizen was provided for 
theoretically and practically. No man 
need be idle; no man need inck land or 
seed or implements for cu ltivation; 
therefore no one w as permitted to beg. 
If any w ere fou nd doing so It was 


of trench work. 
Tho fortified posl 
tlons against which saps were employ ! 
ed were tbo atono walls of castles or of 
cities. 
When the making of cannon had not 
progressed so far th a t solid shot cou ld 
breach stone walls, bu t when cannon 
wore powerfu l enou gh to keep arm ed 
men at bay or to destroy them, It be 
I came necessary to make an approach 
to tho wailed position in a way which ; 
wns difficu lt to nttnek su ccessfu lly nnd ! 
for which a t th a t tim e no wny of 
j checkm ating had been thou ght of by ! 
tho defenders. 
A narrow ditch was 
du g In tbo direction of the wall to bo 
assailed. 
This ditch, which wag wide 
enou gh for one man to dig In. was 
called n sap, the « ligger a sapper, and 
lho end of the ditch tow ard tho enemy 
waa the naphend. 
As the leading su p- 
tM*r du g forw ard ho protected himself 
and the saphead in variou s ways, u su ­ 
ally by pu shing a Hcr« *en ahead of him. 
Tills screen wns of variou s fou tis, a 
bag of wand or a sheet of metal in­ 
clined to deflect arrow s or gu n shots. 
When the saphend had readied the 
desired point the ditch wou ld he wid­ 
ened, tin* excavated earth forming a 
parapet on each side, and tho gu ns 
wou ld be brou ght wo cl« » « » to thj* wall 
that they cou ld not be reached by gu ns 
mou nted on the wall, for In the tim es 
In which these conditions prevailed 
walls w ere high and cannon cru de am! 
they cou ld not be su fficiently depressed 
to reach an enemy at the foot of tho 
wall. 
Happing was u su ally done by peas­ 
ants impressed or hired for that serv­ 
ice, becau se soldiers In the arm ies of 
the middle ages were more » klllfnl 
with weapons than with tools and the 
work of digging trenches was beu cnth 
their dignity, while it also savored of 
a disinclination to close with the ene 
my, even tbou gb th a t enemy was be­ 
hind stone walls with cannon—cannon 
at 
which 
men artu ed with modern 
weapons wou ld smile, bu t which In 
their day were weapons of great eflfecL 
Vnu ban. tin* great military engineer, 
refined sapping and brou ght It Into a 
system by which any fortified place 
cou ld l>e approached, reached, mined 
and breached. 
These saps after awhile were du g In 
a nu m ber of ways. 
Many forms of tlie 
approach trench were devised 
Un 
covered trenches were cu t forward, de­ 
flected at right angles nnd then ou t 
forw ard to be ngnin deflected fu rther 
along, each of these deflections from 
the straight cou rse of the trench form 
Ing a transverse for the protection of 
tho trench. 
Home trenches wero roof­ 
ed in with tim ber nnd earth as they 
wero cu t 
forward, thu s 
forming u 
bombproof covered way. 
Some saps 
wero cu t or du g in the fashion of a 
tu nnel, the su rface of the earth not 
being distu rbed at all. 
Dou ble saps or 
nu merou s parallel saps were Cu g close 
u p to tho positiou to be attacked. 
MIntu g of castle and city walls or 
city gates is as old ns the u s© of gu n­ 
powder In war, and "u nderm ining" of 
walls was practiced In w ar before tlie 
u se of gu npowder.

There are wind waves 
in 
water, 
sand and snow'. 
The gr»-at sea waves 
ar^ produced at that part of a cyclone 
wher** the direction of the wind coin­ 
cides with the direction of advance 
of thp depression. 
Along this line of 
advance the waves in their progress 
are accompanied by a strong 
wind 
blowing across their ridges as long as 
the atmospheric depression is main­ 
tained. 
So the waves are developed 
until they become steep. The average 
height in feet is about naif the velocity 
of the mind in miles. 
A wind of fifty-two miles an hour 
gives waves of an average height of 
twenty-six feet, although individual 
waves will attain a height of forty 
feet. The prevailing wind in ail long­ 
itudes is westerly, so wherever a west­ 
erly wind springs up it finds a long 
westerly swell, the effect of a previous 
wind still running, and the principal 
effect of the newly born wind Is to in­ 
crease the steepness of the already 
running long swell so as to form ma­ 
jestic storm waves, which sometimes 
attain a length of 1,200 feet from 
crest to crest. The longest swells due 
to wind are almost invisible during 
Btorraa, for they are masked by the 
shorter and steeper waves, but they 
emerge into view after or beyond the 
storm. 
The action of the wind to drift dry 
sand in a procession of waves is seen 
In the deserts. 
As the sand waves 
cannot travel 
by 
gravitation 
their 
movements, are. gutjrely font rolled bv 


the wind and tfiey are therefore much 
simpler and more regular in form and 
movement than ocean waves. In their 
greatest heights of several hundred 
feet the former become more complex 
owing to the partial consolidation of 
the lower layer* of sand by pressure, 
but they still have the characteristic 
wave features. 
In the Winnipeg prairies of Canada 
freshly fallen snow is drifted by wind 
in a procession of regular waves pro­ 
gressing with a visible and ghostlike 
motion. 
They are similar to desert 
sand waves, but less than half 
as 
steep, the wave length being 
fifty 
times as great as the height. 
The 
flatness of the wind 
formed 
snow 
waves affords a valuable indication 
of the great distance to which hills 
shelter trom the wind.—Chicago Tri­ 
bune.
